F.ow excellently would he ſer forth the beaury 
of Chrift ! He earneſtly would perſwade them 
T0 inquire into the ſtate of their fouls. How 
would he indeavour tv bring them off from 
ſandy foundations, and reſting upon their own 
righteouſnef! In a word, he was ſcarce content 
to goto Heeven without, and through mercy 
he was very ſuccesful among his own Relations, 
and the whole family Toon ſavoured of his ſpi- 
rit , how were the Children put upon getting 
choice Scripture and their Catechiſms , and in- 
gaged in ſecret prayer and meditation. Father, 
Mother, Brethren, Siſters, Boarders were the 
better for his excellent example and huly ,ex- 
hortations, He was a good Nurſe if nor a ſþ4- 
ritual Father to his natural Father , as you 
may read afterwards ; and ſome of his Brethren 
have cauſe to bleſs God for ever that ever they 
ſaw his face, and heard his words, and obſer- 
ved his converſation, which had ſo much of 
lovelineſs and beauty 1n it that it could not bur 
commend Religion to any that did take notice of 
it, He could ſpeak in St. Pauls words brethren 
my bearts deſire and prayer to God for you all, 
is that you may be ſaved. 

Read what his heart was in theſe following 
lines, 


C Diſtance 
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Diſtance of place cannot at all leſſen that 
natural bond whereby we are conjoined in blood, 
neither eught to leſſen that of love. Nay, 
where true love us it cannot ; for love towards 
you 1 can only ſay this , that IT feel it better 
than I can expreſs it ; as it 1s wont to be with 
all affettions: but love felt and not expreſſed 
lzttle worth © I therefore deſire to makes my love 
manifeſt in the beſt way I can. Let us look _up- 
en one another not as brethreg only, but as mem- 
bers of the ſame body whereof Chriſt i the 
"bead. Happy day will that be wherein the 
Lord will diſcover that Union ; let us therefore 
breathe and hunger after this, ſo that our clo- 
"feſt knot may mect in Chriſt : if we are 'm 
Chriſt ard Chriſt in «us then we ſhall be. 
one with one another. Thus I know, you can- 
not *complain for want of inſtrutt;ion, God hath 
not been to us a dry wilderneff or 'a barren 
beath ; you have had line- upon line, and pre- 
cept upon precept ;, he hath planted you by the 
rivers of water ; It is the Lord alone indeed 
who maketh fruitful, but yet we are not to 
ſtand ſtill and do nothing. There is a Crown 
worth ſccking for ; ſeck, therefore and that 
earneſtly. O ſerch by continual prayer , keep 
Your ſoul in dApraying frame , this 1s 4 great 
and neceſſary "4, Hay 4 high and pretions 
priviledge. If thou canſt ſay nothing , come 
and lay thy ſelf in an humble manner before 
the Lord. Tou may believe me for I have 
through mercy experienced what I ſay. There

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us - more - ſweetneſi -ro be got in one glimpſe 
of Gods love, than in all that the werld 
can afford. O do but try: O taſt and ſee how 
good the Lord is. Get tnito a corner and throw 
yohr ſelf down before the Lord and beg of God 
ro make you ſenſible of | your loſt undone ſtate 
by nature, and of the execllency and_neceſſuy of 
Chriſt, Say, Lord, give me a broken heart , 
ſoften melt me. ' Any thing in the world, ſo. 1 
may be but tnabled to value Chriſt and be per- 
ſwaded to accept of him, as he is tendred in 
the Goſpel. O'that 1 may be delivered from 
the wrath to come; O ableſſng for me, even 
for me and reſolve not to be content till the 
Lord have in ſome meaſure anſwered you. ©O 
my bowels yern towards you : my. heart works. 
O that. you did. but know with what affettion 1 
write now to you, and what prayers and tears 
bave been mingled with theſe lines ' The Lord 
ſet theſe things home and give you an heart 
to apply them to your ſelf, the Lord bleſs all 
the means that you injoy, for bis bleſſing 1s all 
in all, Give me leave to deal plainly and to 
come yet a little cloſer] to you for I love your 
ſoul ſo well , that I cannot bear the thonghrs of 
the lof of it. Know this that there is ſuch a thing 
as the new birth, and except a man be born 
again be cannot enter mmto th: Kingdom of Hea- 
ven ; Gods favour «s wr to be recovered with- 
out it, Thus new birth bath its foundation _ 
in a ſenſe of fin and a, godly ſorrow for it, 

a heart ſet againſt it wibew this there - 
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be no ſalvation. Look, well about you and ſee 
—_—_ ſelf, and thou wilt ſee that thou art at 


| Hells mouth without this firſt ſtep, and nothing 


but free grace and pure mercy is between you 
and the ſtate of the Devils. The Lord delwver 
us from a ſecure carelefs heart ! Here you ſee 
a natural mans condition. How dareſt tho 
then ly down in ſecurity. O look, aboup for 
your fouls ſake. What ſhall 1 ſay, what ſhall 
1 do to awaken your poor ſoul ! I ſay again, 
without repentance | there 1s no remiſſion ; and 
repentance it ſelf may looſe its labour if it be 
not in the right manner. Then tears, and 
groans, and prayers will not do without Chriſt ; 
moſt when they are convinced of ſin, and are 
under fears of Hell run to duty and reform 
ſomething, and thus the wound « healed, and 
by thu thouſands fall ſhort of Heaven, For 
if we be not brought off from our ſelves and 
our righteouſneſs as well as our fins we are ne- 
ver like to be ſaved. We muſt ſee an abſolute 
need of a Chriſt, and grve- our ſelves up to 
vim, and count 4ll but dung and drofs in com- 
pariſon of Chriſts righteouſneſs. Look, there- 
fore for mercy only in Chriſt, for bu ſake re- 
ly upon Gods mercy. The terms of the Goſpel 
are repent"and believe, gratious terms ! Mercy 
for fetching, nay mercy for deſwing, nay for 
nothing but FECerving. Doſt thou Ire mercy 
and grace, I know thou doſt 1, even this 1s the 
Liſt of God to defire, bunger after Chriſt ; let 
deſires put you upon indeavour, the work, it ſelf

s ſweet ;, yea repentance. and mourning it ſelf 
bath more ſweetneſs in it , than all the worlds 
comforts, Upon repentance and believing 
comes juſtification, after this ſanttification, by 
the ſpirit dwelling in w. By this we come to 
be the Children of God," to be made partakers 
of the divine nature, to lead new lives, to have 
a ſuitableneÞ to God, It's unworthy of a 
Chriſtian tp have ſuch 4 narrow (þirit as not 
to att for Chriſt with all ones heart, and ſoul, 
and ſtength, and might. Be not aſhamed of 
Chriſt, fy not afraid of the frowns and jeers 
of the wicked. Be ſure to keep a Conſcience 
void of offence, and yield by no means to any 
known fin ;, be much in prayer, in ſecret prayer, 
and in reading the Seriptures. Therein are 
laid up the glorious myſteries which are hid 
from many eyes. My greateſt deſire is that 
God would work, bus own great work, in you. 
I deſire to ſee you nat as formerly , but that 
the Lord would maks me an. inſtrument of 
your ſouls good for which I greatly long.

H* wrote many Letters of this nature, and 
deſired oftentimes to be viſiting his bre- 
thren that he might particularly addreſs him- 
{clf ro them and {ce what became of his letrers,

prayers and tears, and he was very watchful 
over them, ready to reprove and convince them 
of ſin, and ready roincourage any beginnings of 
a good work in them, To inſtance in a particu- 
lar or two. 

One time perceiving one of his brothers aſleep 
at prayer in the family , he preſently rook oc- 
caſion to ſhow him what a high contempt it was 
of God, whar a little ſenſe ſuch a map muſt have 
of his own danger, what dreadful hypocriſie , 
what a miracle of patience that he was not 
awakened in flames. After he had been a while 
afteRionately pleading with him, it pleaſed the 
Lord to ſtrike in with ſome power and to melt 
and ſoften his brothers heart when he was about 
eleven years old, fo that it was to be hoped that 
then the Lord began ſavingly ro work upon the 
heart of that Child. For trom that time for- 
ward a conſiderable alter -tion might be diſcern- 
ed in him, When he perceived it he was not 
4 little pleaſed, This put him upon m—_ on 
the work, that conviction might not wear off rill 
tended in converſion, To this end he wrote 
to him ro put him 5n mind of what God had 
done for his ſoul, begging of him not to reſt 
ſatisfied rill he knew what a thorow' thange and 
effettual calling meant. I hope, ſaid he, that 
God bath a good wark,_to do in you, for you, 
and by you ;, yea 1 hope be hath already begun 
it. But O take not up with ſome beginnings , 
fait deſires, lazy ſeekinss,, O remember your 
former tears, one may weep 4 little for ſin and 


yer 


yet go to Hell for ſm; many that are nider 
ſome ſuch work, ſhake of the ſenſe of ſim, murr- 
der their convittions and return again to {olly. 
O ! taks beed! if any draw back_the Lord 
will rake no pleaſure in them , but I hope better 
things of you. 

He would alſo obſerve how his brethren car- 
ried it after duty, whether they ſeemed to run 


| preſently to the world with greedinefs. as if 


duty were a task, or whether there ſeemed to 
be an abiding impreſlion of God and the things 
&> God upon them. 

His vehement love and compaſſion to ſouls 
may be further judged of by theſe following 
expreſſions, which he/uſed to one of his relati- 
ons. Afcer he had been ſpeaking how infinite- 
ly it was below & Chriſtian to purſue with 
greedineſs the things which will be but as gra- 
vel in theteeth, if wemind not the rich proviſi- 
on which is in our Fathers bouſe, O what fol- 
ly 1s it to trifle inthe things of God / but I hope 
better things of you;;, did 1 not hope, why 
ſhould 1 not mourn in ſecret for you as one caft 
out among the dead? O what ſhould 1 dofor 
you but pour out my ſoul like water, and give 
my God no reſt il he ſhould graciouſly viſic 
you with his ſalvation , till he caſt you down 
and raiſe you up, till he wound you and heal 
you again, 

Thus what with his holy example, warm and 
wiſe exhortations ,' prayers', tears and ſecret 
groans , ſomewhat of the beauty of Religion 

_ was 
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was to be ſeen in the family where he lived. 


CHAP.V. 


His great love to, and frequency in the duty 
of Prayers : with remarkable ſucceff, 


'E was mighty in Prayer , and his ſpirit 

was ofcentimes ſo tranſported in it that 

he forgot the weakneſs -of his -own body and 

of others ſpirits , indeed the acquaintance that 

he had with God was ſo ſweet, and his con- 

verſe with him ſo frequent, that when he was 

ingaged in dury he ſcarce knew how to leave 

that which was ſo delightful- and fuited to his 

ſpirit. His conſtant courſe for ſome years was 

_thi-, He prayed at leaſt three times a day in 
Yecret, ſometimes ſeven times, twice a day in 
the ſamily or Colledge. And he found the 

ſweemneſs of it tonal imagination, and injoy- 

ed wonderful communion with God, and 

taſted much of the pleaſantneſs of a Heavenly 

life, . And he could fav by experience that 

the waies cf wiſdom were waies of pleafſant- 

neſs, and all her paths peace. He knew what ir 

wasto wreſtle with God and was come to that 

pals that he could ſcarce come off his knees 

+ without, his Fathers bleſling, He was uſed to 
converie with God with a holy familiarity as 2 
Friend , and would upon all uccafions run to 
| him for adviſe, and had miny ſtrange and im+ 
- mediate 


mediate anſwers of prayer. One of which 1 
think it not altogether impertinent to give the 
world an account of, | 

His Honoured Father Mr. Wiliam TJaneway 
Minifter of Xe/ſhall in Hartfortſhire being ſick, 
and being under ſomewhat dark apprehenſions 
as tothe ſtate of his ſoul, he would often ſay 
to his ſon John : O ſon! this paſſing upon cter- 
nity is a great thing , this dying is a ſolemn 

ineſs and enough -to make any ones heart 
ake, that hath not his pardon ſealed , and his 
evidences for Heaven clear. | And truly fon 1 
am under no ſmall fears as to my own eſtate for 
another world. © that God would clear his 
love! O that I could ſay chearfully I can die, 
and upon good grounds be able to look death 


in the face and venture upon eterniry with 


well grounded peace and comfort ! 

His ſweet and dutiful Son made a ſutable re- 
ply at preſent ; but ſeeing his dear Father con- 
tinuing under openings of ſpirit ( though no 
Chriſtians that knew him but had a high 
eſteem of him for his uprightneſs ) he got b 
himſelf and ſpent ſome time in wreſtling wit 
God upon his Fathers account, earneſtly beg- 
ging of God that he.would fill him with joy 
unſpeakable in belicying , and that he - would 
ſpeedily give him ſome token for good that he 
mighe joyfully and honourably leave this world 
ro goto aberter. After he was riſen from his 
knees he came down to his ſick Father and asked 
him how he fek himſelf. His Father _ no 

anſwer 
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anſwer for ſome time but wept exceedmgly 
( a paſſion that he was not ſubject ro )) and con- 
tinued for ſome conſiderable time in an extra- 
ordinary paſſion of weeping, ſo that he was 
not able to ſpeak. But at laſt having recover- 
ed himſelf with unſpeakable joy he burſt out jn- 
to ſuch expreſſions as theſe. O Son 1 now it 
is come, it is come, it is come. I bleſs God 1 
can dye ; The ſpirit of God hath witnefſed with 
my ſpirit that Tam his child : now I can look 
up to God as my dear Father, and Chriſt as 
my redeemer, I can now ſay this is my friend 
and this is my beloved, My heart is full, it is 
brim full; 1 can hold no more. 1know now 
what that ſentence means, the peace of God 
which paſſceth underſtanding, 1 know now what 
that white ſtone is wherein a new name is 
written, which none know but they which 
have it. And that fit of weeping which you 
ſaw me in, was a fit of overpowering love. and 
joy, ſo great that I could not four my heart con- 
tain my felt : neither can I expreſs what glo- 
rious diſcoveries God hath made of himſelf un- 
to me. And had that joy been greater, 1 
queſtion whether I could have born it, and 
whether it would not have ſeparated ſoul and 
body. Bleſs the Lord, O my foul, and all that 
is within me bleſs his holy name that hath par- 
doned all my fins and ſealed the pardon. | He 
hath healed my wounds and cauſed the bones 
which he had broken to rejoice, O help me 
£0 bleſs the Lord!he hath put a new ſong ap.oy 
mouth :; 
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mouth: O bleſs the Lord for his infinite googneſs 
and rich mercy | O now1 candye! it isnothing. 
I bleſs God I can dye. I delire to be difſolved 
and to be with Chriſt, You may well think 
that his ſons heart was not a little refreſhed to 
hear ſuch words, and fee ſuch a fight, and to 
meet the meſſenger that) he had ſent to Heaven 
returned back. again ſo ſpeedily. He counted 
himſelf a ſharer with his Farber in this mercy, 
and it was upon a dquble account welcome , 
as it did ſo wonderfully fatisfie his Father and 
as it was ſo immediate and clear an anſwer of 
his own prayers, as if God had from Heaven 
ſaid unto him thy tears and prayers are heard 
for thy Father : thou haſt like a Prince pre- 
vailed with God : thou haſt got. the bleſſing : 
thy fervent prayers have been eftectual : go 
down and fee elle. 

Upon this , this pretious young man broke 
forth into praiſes and even into another exta- 
fie of joy that God ſhould deal fo familiarly 
with him, and the Father and Son together 
were ſo full of joy, light, life, love and praiſe 
that there was a little Heaven in the place. He 
could not then but expreſs himſelf in- this man- 
ner. O bleſſed and for ever bleſſed be God 


. for his infinite gracey O who would not pra 


unto God ! verily he is a God that hearet 

prayers and that my ſoul knows right well! 
And then he told his joyful Father, how much 
be was affected with former deſpondings and 
what he had been praying for juſt before __ 
al 
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all the earneftneſs he could for his foul, and 
how the' Lord had immediately anſwered him, 
His Father hearing this, and perceiving that his 
former comforts came in in a way of prayer, 
and kis own childs prayer too, was the more re- 
freſhed and was the more confirmed, that it was 
from the ſpirit of God, and nodelufion. And 
nmnmediately his Son ſtanding by he fell into 
another fit of rriumphing joy, his weak body 

ing almoſt ready to ſink under that great 
tes. Ts glory that did ſhine in ſo powertully 
vpon his ſoul. He could then ſay , now let thy 
ſervant depart in peace, for mine eyes have ſeen 
CE He could now walk through the 
valley of the ſhadow of death and fear no evil. 
O how ſweet a thing is it to have ones intereſt in 
Chriſt cleared, how comfortable co have our 
calling and ele&tion made ſure ! How lovely is 
the fight of a ſmiling Jeſus when one is dying ! 
How refreſhing is it when heart and fleſh and all 
are failing, to have God for the ftrength of our 
heart and our portion for ever!O did the foolith 
unexperienced world but know what theſe 
things mean, did they bur underſtand what it” is 
to be ſolaced with the believing views of glory, 
fo have their ſenſes ſpiritvally exerciſed, could 
they but taſt and ſee how good the Lord is, ir 
would ſoon cauſe them to diſrelliſh their low 
and bruiriſh pleafures, and look upon all world- 
ly joys as infinitely ſhort of one glimpſe of Gods 
love ' After this, his reverent Father had a ſweet 
calm upon his ſpirits, and went in the ſtrength 
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of that proviſion that rich = laid in, till he 
came within the gates of the New Jeruſalem ; 
having all his graces greatly improved, and 
ſhewed ſo much humility, love to, and admi- 
ring of God, contempt of the world, ſuch pri- 
zing of Chriſt, ſuch patience as few Chriſti. 
ans arrive to, eſpecially his fairh by which 
with extraordinary conhdence he caft his Widow 
and eleven fatherlef Children upon the care of 
that God who had fed him with this manna 
in his wilderneſs ſtate. The benefit of which 


faith all his children ( none of which were in 


his life time provided for ) have fince to admi- 
ration experienced, d it is ſcarce tobe ima- 
gined how helpful this his precious Son Johbx 
Taneway was to his Father by his heavenly di- 
ſcourſe, humble advice and prayers. After a 
four months conflict with a gainful conſumpri 
on and he&tick feaver, his honeured Father 
ſweetly ſlept-in-Jeſus,

Frer the death 'of his Father he did what

« greateſt grief, Bur when afflitions come 
& upon us what will be! our duty ? Shall we - 
& then give our ſelves up to be carried away

&« of one affliction cauſe our ſouls to walk 
&« ſadneſs all our days, and drive away all the 
& /;oht of comfort from our eyes by cauſing our

« Doth he not puniſh us leſs than we deſerve ?

« Tormentors ? Are wenot rather under afflicti-

« of comfort can there be in the whole world 
« than this ! Why may you not then fay __ 
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<« the Pſalmiſt why art thou caſt down, O my 
& foul, and why art thoa diſquiered within me, 
« hope m God. Let not your ſoul ſink, under 
&« affittions for what reaſon bave you to be diſ- 
© comfired under them. Can you gather from 
& thence that the Lord doth not love you? No 
_ ore! , but rather the contrary, for whom the 
8 d loveth he chaſteneth, and ſcourgeth eve- 
* ry Son whom he receiveth, What Son is he 
© whom the Father chaſteneth not > Where- 
* fore lift up ghe hands which hang down, and 
* the feeble knces. 

Let this ſerve a;,a remedy againſt exceſlive 
grief. Get your love to God increaſed, which 
if you do the love of all other things will wax 
cold. Andif you have given God your heart, 
you will give him leave tv take what he will 
that is yours, and what he hath you will judge 
rather well kept than loſt. 

Remember that Scripture and let it have its 
due impreſſiun upon your ſpirit ; He that loves 
Father or Mother , Brother or Siſter, yea or 
children more than me is not worthy of me, O 
labour to have your affeRions therefore more 
raiſed up to him who is moſt worthy of them, 
ler him have the uppermoſt and greateſt room in 
your heart, and let your love to all other things 
be placed in ſubjeRion to your love of God, 
be Yaled by it, and dire&ted to it. our 
earthly afflictions never ſo great, yet let this 
love ro God poiſe our ſouls ſo. that they may 
ntr b: overweighed with grief on'the one fide, 

or 
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or ſtupidnels on the other fide. Again ler our 
ſouls be awed by that glorious power and om- 
nipotency of God, who is able to do any thing, 
and who will do whatſoever pleaſeth him both 
in Heaven and in carth; at whoſe word and 
for whoſe glory all thihgs chat are were made, 
And what are we poor creatures that we ſhould 
dare to rntertain any hard thought of this Gag ! 
"Tis dangerous contending wath God ! Let us 
learn that great leſſon of reſigning up our ſelves 
and all we have to God , ler us pur our ſelves 
as inſtruments into the hands of the Lord to 
do what he pleaſeth with us, and let us remem- 
ber that it was our promiſe and covenant with 
God to yield our ſelyes up to him, and to be 
wholly at his diſpoſal. The ſoul is then in a - 
{weet frame when it can cordially ſay, it « the 
Lord let bim do what ſeemeth good in his eyes. 
Not my will but thine be done. Again let us 
know that though we cannot alwaies ice into the 
reaſonableneſs of the waies of God, ( for his 
waies are often in the thick cloud , and our 
weak eyes cannot Took into thoſe depths in 
which he walketh ) yer all the waies cf God 
are juſt holy and good. Ler us therefore have 
a care of G much as moving, much more of 
entertaining any unworthy rhoughrs againſl 
God. Bur let us ſubmit willingly to the yoak 
which he is pleaſed to lay upon us, leſt he break 
us with his terrible judgements. And now ut hath 
ſeemed good to God to lay this ſtroak upon | 
you, I pray labour rightly to improve it, = 
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et this trial prepare* yoo for greater. And 
ſeeing the uncertainty -of all worldly things, ins 
deavour with all your might to get your heart 
above them, and 1 befeech the Lord who is the. 
great Phyſitian of ſouls and knows bow to ap- 
ply a ſalve to every fore of his, to comfort 
you with his ſpiritual comforts, that he would 
favourably ſhine upon you and receive you'in- 
tom nearer union and communion with himſelf. 
Inco his hands 1I'commit you, with him TI leave 
you praying that he would make up all in him- - 
ſelf. 

He was an excellent Example to his younger 
brethren ;, and his wiſe inſtructions, and holy 
pra&ices,did not a little influence them. He was 
a prudent counſeller, *and an afhiſtant that could 
not well be ſpared to his cldeſt' brother : who 
was not a little ſenſible of that perſonal worth 
that was in his younger brorher ; whom he 
would prefer before himſelf, as one whom he 
judged,God had honoured with far greater parts, 
graces, and experiences , than himſelf. The 
younger alſo, did as humbly and heartily re- 
tpe& and honour him , as, a ſerious Chriſtian, 
a Miniſter, and his elder Brother who had 6b- 
lIiged him with more than ordinary kindnels ! 

When he was but young, yet he began to he 
taken notice of by 'antient Miniſters, and Chri- 
ſtians ; though lis modeſty was ſo-great,that his 
huge parts were not'a little obſcured thereby ; 
and his vaſt worth was ſo ballaſted with hu- 
railicy, that he made no great noiſe in the world, 


and 
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and moſt were ignorant 'of his ſingukr wotth, 
A wiſe man that was intimately acquainted with 
him , would ſay: of bim' that he was like deep 
waters, that were moſt gil ; a man of hidden 
excellency. There were few that knew , how 
cloſe he walked with God, and at what a high 
rate he lived, and how great a trade he drave 
for the riches of- that other world ; All which 
he labaured, .as much as might be, to conceal, .

Hen'his Fa. her; was. gead, he returned 

again to Kings Colledge, and was a 
member ot a ſecret Cabal, which began to car-

lies or Livings; and this Mr, Faneway, bei 
one of the youngeſt , was, for a while, let 
alone inthe Colledge, But he wanting the com- 
fortable diverſion of fuirable godly foctery, fixed 
ſs intenſely upon his ſtudies, that he ſoon gave 
ſuch a wound to his Bodily-conſtitution that it 
could never be throughly healed.

When he perceived one of his neareſt Rela- 
rions diſtreſſed at rhe apprehenſigns of his death , 
he charged him, tiot ro pray for his /ife, except 
it were purely, with a reſpe&*to the glory' of 
Ged. 1 wiſh ( GiPhe) I beg you, to keep 
your minds in'a ſubniiſſive frame to the will of 
God cangern;nf me, The Lordtake you nearer 
| ro 
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to bimſelf, that you may}; walk, with Him , to 
Whom if I $o before, I hape you will follow af- 
ter, Yet after this , he! was through mercy 
finely recovered, and his friends were not with- 
out ſome hopes of his liying to be eminently 
inſtrumental for Gods 5 in- his genera- 
tion. 

After he was recovered in ſome meaſure, he 
fell again to his former practice of ingaging 
deeply in the ſecrer and great duties of Religion 
which he conſtantly practiſed ( except when 
God diſcharged him by ſicknefs) : ſecret prayer, 
at leaſt three times a cay ſometimes ſeven times, 
yea more ; beſides fami Þ and Colledge-duties, 
which were before hinted, he ſet a parc an hour 
every day for ſet and ſolemn medication ; which 
duty he found unſpeakably to improve his graces, 
and ro make no ſmall addition to his comtorts ;

familiarity with the great Jehovah, Me-rhought, 
I ſaw' one talking wih 'Ged , me-thouvghts, I 
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ſaw a ſpiritual Merchant in an heavenly Ex- 
aange, driving a rich trade for the treafures of 
the other veorld. O what a _ fight it 
was ! Me-thinks, I ſee him till ; how ſweetly, 
did his face ſhine ! O, with what a lovely coun- 
renance did he walk up and down, his lips go- 
ing ; his body oft reaching up, as if he would 
have taken his flight into Heaven! His looks , 
ſmiles, and every motion ſpake him to be upon 
the very Confines of Glory.

<« ftriving with Saran , whilſt he would raviſh 
« the Spouſe of Jeſus : And let the enemy of all 
<« 500dneſs know , thar he ſhall e're long pay 
« dearly for ſuch attemps. ' Bur you will fay ,

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© redto himſelf ? Can 4 myther forget ber ſuck: 
* ing child? Yet, God cannot forget his. 
* God hath loving and gratious incents in all 
* this, and his bowels yearn towards his. Yea, 
** our Saviour ſuffers with /us, through his ardent 
® love by. ſympathy, as well as he hath ſuffered 
* for us. But, for your being berid of theſe

<*trary , or fall a praying with ecarneſtneſs , 
* and the Devil will be. weary, if he find his 
« deſigns thus broken, and that thoſe ſparks of 
<« Hell ( which he ſtruck into the ſoul, to kindle 
* and inflame corruption, ) do put warmth into 
« grace, and fer Faith and Prayer a oy 
&« when he perceives, that, what he inte ed 
<< as Water to cook your love to God, proves 
* like oyltzo make it fame the more yehement- 
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*ly , he will be diſcouraged. Thus reſiſt him, 
* and he will flee from you. 

*© Thirdly, Conſider that this is nonew thing : 
* For ; we are not in this ignorant of Satans 
& wiles, that, if any ſoul hath ekcaped out of 
& the chains of darkneſs, it he will have Hea- 
* ven he ſhall have it with as much trouble, as 
* the Devil can lay on, and, it he and his had 
* thetr wills, no good man ſhould have one 
© peaceable hour : Bur, bleſſed be God for his 
© everlaſting and unchangeable love to his that 
* the Devil cannot pluck us out of thoſe Al- 
* mighty arms, with which he doth imbrace his 
© dear children,

He was much afraid of| any decays in grace, 
of apoſtacy ;. yea , of puck of ſpirit, et- 
ther in himſelf or others } and if he ſuſpected 
any thing of this nature in his neareſt relations, 
he would do what he coyld poſlibly, to reco- 
ver them cut of the ſnares of Satan, and to 
cuicken them to higher and more noble vigorous 
ſpiritual a&ts of religion.

* laughed at for preciſencl> and ſingularity, A 
« Chriſtians walking is not with men but with 
« God , and, hehath great cauſe to ſuſpeCt his 
« loveto God, who doth net delight more in 
« converſing with God and being conformed to 
« Him than im converſing with the world, and 
« beins conformed to it. 
« How can the love of God dwell in that 
* man, who liveth wichouc God in the world 2 
« withoui 
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* without both continual walking with him in 


» © his whole converſation, aid thoſe more pecu- 


© liar viſits of him an prayer, meditation, p'- 
* ritual ejaculations, and other- duties of Reli- 
* gion , and the workings of faith, love, holy 
s: Tekires, delight, joy and ſpiritual forrow in 
* them ! Think not, that our walking with 
** God cannot conſiſt with worldly bufinels : 
* yes, but Religion makes vs ſpiritual in com- 
* mon actions and there| is not any action in a 
* mans lite, in which a man is not to labcur to 
* make it 2 religious aF, by a looking to the 
« Rule in it, and cyingſof Gods glory , and 
* thus, he may be ſaid to walk with God. To 
« this we muſt indeavour to riſe, and never be 
«© content, till we reachto it, and if this ſeem 
«* tedious ( as to degenerate nature it will ) we 
* muſt know that we have ſo much of enmity 
« againſt Ged ſtil] remaining, and are under de- 
« pravation and darkneſs and know not our true 
« happineſs : Such a foul is ſick and it hath loſt 
* its taſte, which doth not perceive an incom- 
< parable ſweetneſs in walking with Ged:, 
« without whom all things elſe under Heaven 
« are gall and bitterne(s, and to be licale valued 
« by every true Chriſtian. 

« Bur, We are all apt even at the worſt, to 
« ſay, that we prefer God above all things, 
« Bur we muſt know that we have very deceit- 
© ful hearis : And thoſe who, being inlightned, , 
* know for what high ends they ſhould id, and 
« what a ſearful condition even a hazard in our 
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* caſe, is; theſe I ſay, will not believe their 
« own hearts without diligent ſearch and good 
* grounds, 

©* Reſt not in any condition in which your ſecv- 
* riry is not founded upon that ſure bottom, the 
* Lerd Jeſus Chriſt. Labour to attain to this, 
* to love God for himſelf, and to have your 
© heart naturalized and ſuited to ſpiritual things. 
* O for a heart to rejoice and work righteouſ- 
«neſs! O, that we could do the will of God, 
* with more activity , delight and conſtancy ! 
« It we did krow more of God , we ſhould 
© love him more, and then God would ſtill 
« reveal -more of Himſelf to us, and then we 
<« ſhould fee more and more cauſe to love him, 
* and wonder that we love him no more. O 
« this, this, is our happineſs, Fo have a fuller 
« ſight of God, to be wrapped up, and filled 
* with the love of Chriſt ; O, let my ſoul for 
« ever be thus imployed ! Lord, whom have I 
« in Heaven but thee, and there #s none i 
© exrth, that I can deſire in compariſon of 
© Thee. 


You hear, what kind of language he ſpake , 
and you may eaſily perceive what it was that 
ſwallowed up his heart, and where his delight, 
treaſure, and life was, O, How much do maſt 
of us, who go for Chriſtians fall ſhort of theſe 
things : and, How vaſt a diſtance berween his 
experience, and ours; and, what reaſon have 
we, to read theſe lines with bluſhing, 'and_ to 


blot 
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blot the paper with tears? and to lay aſide this 
bouk awhile, and to fall upon our laces before 
the Lord, and bemoan the curſed unſuitableneſs 
of our hearts unto God , and to bewail , that 
we do fo Iintle underſtand what this walking 
with God,and living by faith means!O,at what a 
rate do ſome Chriitians live ! and how low, 
flat and dull, are others, His love to Chriſt, 
and ſouls, made him very deſirous ro fpend, and 
be ſpent in the work, of the Miniſtry ; accord- 
ingly, he did comply with the firſt loud and 
clear Call ro preach the everlaſting Goſpel , 
and, though he was but about two and twenty 
years old, yet he came to that work like one 
that underſtood what kind of imployment , 
Preaching was. He was a workman that need- 
ed not t» be aſhamed, that was throughly- ſur- 
niſhed for every good word and work ; one 
that was able to anſwer gainſayers, one in 
whom the Word of God dwelt richly , one 
full of the ſpirit and power , one, that hated 
fin with a perfe&t hatred, and loved holineſs 
with all his ſoul ; in whom Religion in its beauty 
did ſhine : one, that: knew the rerrors of the 
Lord, and knew how to beſeech ſinners , «x 
Chriſts ſtead, to be reconciled unto God : One, 
that was a Son of thunder, and a Son of conſ6- 
lation : Ina word, 1 may ſpeak that of him 
which Paul ſpake of Timothy , that, I knew 
none like-minded, that did natitrally care for 
fouls, And, had he lived to have preached of- 
ten, O what uſe might ſuch a man have been cf, 
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mn his generation } one, in whom learning and 
holineſs did as it were ſtrive which ſhoul eX- 
cel. He never preached publickly but twice , 
and then he came to ir as it he had been uſed ro 
that work forty years , delivering the Word of 
God with that power and Majeſty, with that 
tenderneſs and compaſiion , with that readineſs 
and freedom, that it made his hearers almoſt 
amazed ; He was led into the Myſterie of the 
Goſpel , and he ſpoke nothing to others bur 
what was the language of his heart, and the 
fruit of great experience, and which one might 
eaſily perceive had no ſmall impreſſion firſt up- 
on his own ſpirit. 

His firf and laſt Sermons they were upon 
Communion and intimate converſe with God , 
out of Fob 22. 21. A ſubject that few Chriſti- 
ans under Heaven were better able to manage 
than himſelf, and that ſcarce any could handle 
lo feelingly as he, for, he did for ſome conſi- 
derable tume maintain ſuch an intimate familia- 
rity with God, that he ſeemed to converſe with 
Him, as one friend doth converſe with another. 
This text he made ſome entrance into , whilſt 
he was here : but , the perfecting of his ac- 

uaintance with God was a work fitter for ano- 
er world. 

He was one that kept an exat watch over 
his rhoughts, words and ations , and made a 
review of all that paſſed him, at leaſt once a 
day, ina folemn manner. He kept a Diary, 
in which he did write down every evening 
what 


3 . a AE 
what the frame of his ſpirit had been all the 
day long, eſpecially in every duty. He took 
notice what incomes and profit he received , mn 
his ſpiritual traffique 5 what returns from that 
far-country ; what anſwers of prayer , what 
deadneſs and flatneſs, 'and what obſervable pro- 
vidences tid preſent themſelves, and the ſub- 
ſtance. of what he had been doing ; and any 
wandrings of thoughts, inordinancy in any pal- 
on ; which, though the'world could not diſcern 
he could. It cannot be conceived by them 
which do not practiſe the ſame, to what a good 
account did this return !, This, made him to re- 
tain a grateful remembrance of mercy, and to 
live ina conſtant admiring and adoring of divine 
goudneſs , this, brought him to a very intimate 
acquaintance with his own heart , this, kept his 
ſpirit low and fit.ed him for freer communica- 
tions from God , this, made him more lively 
and active , this, helped him to walk humbly 
with God, this made him {peak more affe&tio- 
nately and experimentally to others of the things 
of God: and, in a word, this lett a ſweet 
calm upon his ſpirits, becauſe he every night 
made even his accounts, and if his ſheets ſhould 
prove his winding-ſheet, -it had been all one : 
for, he could ſay his work was done , fothat 
death could not ſurprize him. 

Could this book [| of his experiences, and re- 
giſter of his ations] have been read, it might 
have contributed much to the compleating of this 
diſcourſe, and the quickning of ſome, and the 

comforring 
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* comforting of others, Bur theſe things being 
written in charaRters, the world hath loſt that 
ewel, 
| He ſtudied the Scriptures much, and they 
were ſ{weeter to him than his food ; and he had 
an excellent faculty in opening the mind of God 
in dark places. 

In the latter part of his life he ſeemed quite 
ſwallowed up * with the thoughts of Chriſt , 
Heaven, and eternity, and the neerer he came 
to this the more ſwitt his motion was to it, and 
the more unmixed his deſigns for it , and he 

' would much perſwade others to an univerſal 

free reſpe& to the glory of God, in all things , 
and making Religion ones buſineſs, and not to 
mind theſe great things by theÞy. 
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Aniſters not to carry on low deſigns, 


"HE was not a little concerned about Af;- 
niſters, that, above all men; They ſhould 
take heed, left they carried on poor low deſigns, 
inſtead of wholly-eying of the intereſt of God, 
and fouls. He judged, rhat, to take up Preach- 
ing asa trade, was altogether inconſiſtent with 
the high ſpirn of a true Goſpel-Miniſter : He 
defired, that thoſe which ſeemed to be devored 
to the Miniſtry, would be ſuch, firſt , heartily 
to deyore their Allo God , and then thar they 
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ſhould indeavour to have a dear love to immor- 
tal ſouls. 

He was very ready to debaſe himſelf, and 
humbly ro acknowledge, what he found amiſs 
ig himſelf, and laboured to amend himſelf and 
others, © This, faith he, I muſt ſeriouſly 
« confeſs, that I muſt needs reproach my ſelf 
* for deficiency in a Chriſtian ſpiritual remem- 
<« brance of you ( ſpeaking to adear friend ); 
* and for a _ ins quick tender touch, as of 
© other things, ſo of what relates to your ſelf 
« * the WT. &; it. Not that I think not 
© of you or 0 ,. but, char — 
«oof you, and ſpiritual things, = not ſo tre- 
& quent, ſavoury and affeRionate, asthey ought 
© ro be. 

<« By this refle&tion you mayeafily perceive 
& that I ſee further in dyty than Ido in practice. 
« The truth of it is, I grudge that thoughts and 
« affetions, ſhould run out any whither freely, 
© but to God. And what I now defire for my 
&« ſelf, 1 defire for you likewiſe, that God 
* would ſweeten the fountain , our natures I 
© mean, that every drop flowing [rom thence 
& may favour of ſomething of God within. 
« Thoughts are pretious, atfe&tions are more 
© pretious, the beſt that we are worth , and, 


- * whenthey flow in a wrong chanel, all Gods 


& pretious diſpenſations towards us are- loſt ; 
&« all that God hath ſpent upon us , is loſt, and 
« ſpent in vanity. 1/ ſpeak this, out of a dear 
< refpe&t to your ſoul, and Gods _—_— 

* whom, 
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* whom, 1 am loth, ſhould be a loſer by his 
« kindnefſes. I know, you have may objzs, 
« upon which you may be too apt xo ler cut 
« your dear afteRtions. I ſay again, my jea- 
< louſie is, leſt { there bring ſo many chanels 
* wherein they may run ) God loſe Ins dye, d 
« defire theretore, in humility and tendernels, 
<« that this may be as a hint to you from the 
« ſpirit of God, to look inwards to the frame 
© and diſpoſition of your foul, and to make 
« trial thereof, by the natural butgoings of 
« your affections ; and then , expoſtulate 
« the caſe with your own ſou!. If Chriſt have 
* my warmeſt love, why is it thus with me? 
« If God have my heart, why am I ſothought- 
« ful about the world? If I indeed love him 
<« beſt, How cometh it to paſs, that 1 find more 
<« ſtrong delightful conſtant aftings of my af- 
© fetions towards my Relations, my ſelf, or 
« any worldly thing than, Ido after him? O, 
&« the depth ot the hearts deceirfulneſ; ! 

©* Dear and Honoured Friend, truſt not a 
& {urmiſal, truſt not to a ſlight 'yview of your 
© hearr, or the firſt apprehenſions you may 
*have of your ſelf , but, go down into the ſe- 
&« crets of your heart, try and fear , fear and 
* try. AnEvidence is abundantly more worth, 
< than all the trouble that you can be at, in the 
<« acquiring of it ; And the trouble, that there 
« is good ground for, in an unevidenced ſtare, 
«1s tar greater than that which may ſeem to 
« be in ſearching for it. Yea, to an awakened 
« ſoul, 
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* ſoul, what is the trovble in clearing its evi- 
* dences, bur their ſenſe or fear of their not be- 
* ing clear, and of the deceitfulneſs of their 
* hearts. The reality of that evil, which ten- 
* der ſouls ſo dread, doth lie by in its full 
wn weight, ( though not felt ), upon the drouſic 
* ungroundedly ſecure {inner. 

« ] ſpeak in love ,, give me leave, to remem- 
* ber you of ſome touches that you had for- 
* merly upon your ſpirit under the means of 
** grace , remember, how much you were 
© ſometimes affected under Preaciung. Did 
* you never ſay, that thefe ſermons upon hard- 
* neſs of heart, {oftned yours ? Inquire I pray, 
* whether thoſe convictions which were then 
© upon your-heart , are not worn oft, by the 
&* incumbrances of the world : If, upon inqui- 
* ry, you find that they are, it's high time for 
« you to look about you, and repent, and not 
<« only to do your firlk works, bur ro ſtrive to 
© outgo them, 

« 1 have with grief, taken a review of the 
« frame- of my own ſpirit, when I was at your 
©* houſe, and I have no (mall ſenfe of the di- 
<« {temper of my ſoul , whereby 1 was betray- 
© ed totoo great an indifference in the things 
« of God: and, finding by fad experience, 
« that I was more apt ( amongſt thoſe carnal 
&« comforts and affairs ) to loſe that reliſh, and 
<« favour of divine things that I was wont to 
<« have ; and thoſe delightful appearances of 
« God which I was through rich grace, ae- 
*« quainted 
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© quainted with, while I was more fequeſtred 
© trom the world and earthly delights [ nor 
© but that I find my heart at the beſt, under 
© the higheſt advantages of cloſeſt communion, 
© too unwilling to endeavour after, and main- 
* rain that gratious ſenſe and acknowledge- 
< ment of God which I would fain obtain un- 
«to ] : Ifay, obſerving mine own experiences, 
*and knowing th:t your heart was fomething 
&« akin.to mine, fearing leſt multiplicity of bu- 
© fineſs, ſhould expoſe you alſo, ro the fame 
&« hazard ; chriſtian compaſſon could not but 


<« pur me upon arming of you againſt thoſe 


<« temp:ations, to which your occaſions make 
« you ſubject. 

« The deſire of my foul for you is, that you 
© may travel fafcly through a dangerous wilder- 
* nels, to a bleſſed Canaan , that you may quit 
« your (elf like. a Chriſtian in the oppoſing 
« and conquering all your enemies ; and, at 
« laſt, come triumphing out of the field , and 
«that you may behave your felf like a Pilgrim 
© and ſtranger in a far Country, who are look- 
« ing for a City that hath foundations ; and 


&« that we may meet together with joy at our 


« Fathers houſe, and fir down with him in erer- 


« nal glory. O that word glory is o weighty, 
«if we did believeit, that iu would make the

CHAP.XIIL 
His Love and Compaſſion to Souls, 


HE was full of pity and compaſſion to ſouls, 
and yer greatly grieved and aſhamed thar 
he did no more ts expreſs his ſenſe of the 
worth of ſouls and that his bowels did no more 
ſenſibly yern over them, who he had juſt cauſe 
to fear, were in a Chriſtleſs ſtate. Though 
there were few of his Kindred and Relations , 
nay of his neighbours and acquaintance but he 
did make a perſonal application to, either by 
letters or conference : : Yet for all this, who 
more ready to cry out of want of love to ſouls, 


and unprofitableneſs ro gthers in his generation, 


that he was no more full of compaſſion, and 


that he made no better improvement of all the 
viſits that he made , in which, we ſhould nor 
make carnal pleaſure and recreation our end, 
but the imparting and receiving of ſome ſpiritual 

ifr, This made him, after a confiderable ab- 


ence from a dear friend;, to groan out theſe - 


complaints. © God by . his providence harh 
* oft brought us together ,. but , to _— 
» FA purpoke, 
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** purpoſe, God and our Conſciences knew. 
** As for my part, I may juſtly bewail my bar- 
*© renneſs. Oh, that 1 ſhould be of fo linle 
* uſe where Icome ! Oh, that my tongue and 
* heart ſhould be till ſo unfruitful ! I am rea- 
* dy to hope ſometimes, that, if ir ſhould pleaſe 
* God in his providence to bring us again toge- 
* ther, we may be more profitable one to ano- 

© ther. 
* And this indeed makes me more deſirous of 
* coming to you again,than any thing elſe, That 
* I may do Coe good among you. Oh, how 
* few ſtudy to advance the intereſt of Chriſt 
© and the benefit of one anothers ſouls in their 
© viſits, asthey ſhould and might do! I am nor 
© able, at preſ-nt, to order my affairs 1o as to 
© come comfortably over ro you, but I hope , 
*e'relong, the Lord will give me leave to ſee 
&« you, and berefreſhed by you, 1 defire to ſup- 
« ply my abſence by this ſure token of my re- 
© membrance of you, and alſo that I might 
© have an opportunity for that whick we ought 
© to eye molt in the injoyment of one anothers 
© ſociery. But I have found, thar partly becauſe 
© of the narrownelſs of my heart, not being in- 
© larged to bring forth into a&t what I have 
© preatly deſired, partly becauſe of the malice 
© of the Enemy ot our ſouls, who indeavours all 
6 that poſſible he can, to lay ſtumbling blocks 
<« in our way to real union and nearer acquan- 
« rance with God and Chriſtian communion :

, pence of pretious time unaccounral ly , the 1! 
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management of viſits, and the impertinency of 
their talk, he oft reflected upon with a holy in- 


dignacion, Ir vext him tothe ſoul, to ſee what | 
- prizes ſometimes, were put into the hands of 


Chriſtians and how little skill and will they had 
to improve them, for the building up of one ano- 
ther in the moſt holy faith : and that they who 
ſhould be incouraging of one another in the way 
to Zion , communicating of experiences, and 
talking of their Country, and of the glory of 
that Kingdom which the Saints are heirs of, 
could fatisfie themſelves with empry com- 
mon vain ſtuff , as if Chriſt, Heaven and Eter- 
nity were not things of as great worth as any 
thing elſe, that uſually ſounds in the ears and 
comes from the lips of profeſſors, That the 
folly of common diſcourſe among Chriſtians 
might appear more, and that he might diſcover 
how little ſuch language did become thoſe that 
profeſs themſelves Iſraelites, and that ſay, they 
are Jews ; he once fate down filent and took 
out his pen and ink, and wrote down in ſhort- 
hand the diſcourſes that paſſed for ſome time to- 
gether, amongſt thoſe which pretended romore 
than common underſtanding in the things of 
God : and after a while he took his paper and 
read it to them, and asked them whether ſuch 
talk was ſuch as they would be willing God 
ſhould record, This he did, that he might 
ſhame them out of that uſual unobſerved aud un- 
lamented unprofirable communica:ion and fruit- 
Iels ſquandring away that ineftimable Jewel , 
Opportunity, 
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Opportunity. ©* Oh, to ſpend an hour or two 
*rogether, and to hear ſcarce a word for Chriſt 
© or that ſpealy peoples hearts in love with ho- 
* lineſs , 1s not this writing a brave rational di- 
« vine diſcourſe ? Fie fie, Where's our love 
*to God and fouls all this while, where's vur 
© ſenſe of the pretiouſneſs oftime, of the great- 
&« neſs of our account 2 Should we talk thus, if 
&« we believed that we ſhould hear of this again 
* at the day of judgement > And do we 
* not know that we muſt give an account of eve- 
« ry idle word ? Is this like thoſe that under- 
<« ſtand the language of Canazn ? Did Saints in 
&« former times uſe their tongues to no better 
&« purpoſe > Would Enoch, David, or Paul, 
« have talked thus ! Is this the ſweeteſt commu- 
« nion of Saints upon earth | How ſhall we do 
<« to ſpend eternity ,in ſpeaking the praiſes of 
« God, if wecannot find matter for an hours 
« diſcourſe, | 

« Doth not this ſpeak aloud our hearts to be 
<« very empty of grace, and that we have linle 
6 ſenfs of thoſe ſpiritual and eternal concerns 
« upon us ? | 

As the barrenneſs and - empty converſe of 
Chriſtians was a fin thaz he greatly bewailed, fo 
the want of love amongſt- Chriſtians, and their 
diviſions, did coſt him. many tears and groans , 
and he did what he could to heal all the breaches 
that he could, by his tender prudent and Chriſti- 
an advice and counſel, and if prayers, tears and 
treaties and counſels would prevail and cement 
differences,

if his letters would Ngnific any thing to ag 
amicable aud Chriſtian correfpondencie , it 
ſhould not be ing.

« of my ſoul, but as from God himſelf of 
© whoſe love your good improvement will be a 
© token. That that end which I propoſe to my 
& ſelf, I cannot but perſwade my ſelf, you your 
< ſelf deſign, commend and defire , which is, 
* Chriftian charity and that ſweer meek Goſpel 
« ſpirit, which is to highly and frequently com- 
© mended by our Saviour to the practice of his 
« Diſciples. O that , where there hath been 
« any breaches, there might be the nearer union , 
< and that ye might be. joyned together in the 
« {ame ſpirit, might keep the unity of the 
<« ſpirit in the bond of peace, 
<* And for this end that you would remove all 
&« old hindrances : watch continually leſt you 
« sive, and be careful not to take occaſion of of- 
66 Fence. The neceſliry , uſefulneſs, ſweetneſs 
<« of true ſpiritual love appears by the word of 
{© Gods frequent urging of it, by the ſenſe of 
« Chriſtians, the uncomifortableneſs and defor- 
&« mity of the contrary. Now, that you may 
in an unintermitted conſtancy injoy peace 
& within and without'and rejoyce my ſoul, I 
« defire you to join your own indeavours with 
« the conſideration of thoſe things which I ſhall 
&« now and hereafrer ſend to you. 
« Firſt, Conſider that it 1s a Chriſtians duty

Chriſt is 
our King apd we his People, he is our Maſter 
and we are his Servants, he is our Shepherd and 
we the Sheep of his Paſture, he is our friend 
and we his, he is our Husband and we are his 
Spouſe , he the Vine we the Branches, he our 
Head and we are his members, he is in us and 
we in him, he is our Life.

But ſuch is the baſe degeneracy and unreaſq- 
nableneſs of corrupted nature, that when. any 
thing comes in competition with ſelf-love , 
then all bonds muſt be broken, all yoaks 
muſt be caſt of ; u__—_—_ then keep 
us in, but we muſt and will take our own 


part though never ſo! bad,” And 'our own 
part in the | heart -of- paſſion! muſt- ſeem beſt, 
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though it be cont co infinite Righteouſ- 
neſs, which is God Nmſclf O that we could 
once learn to lay aſide this natural prejudice 
which we have againſt whatſoever doth thwart 
our humours, though it be never ſo juſt holy 
and rational. O that we could look more 
narrowly , and ſearch more exattly into our 
lelves with a ſpiritual eye, and then we could 
net bur ſee that which would make vs loath 
our ſelves, and to become abominable in our 
own eyes, and rather take any part than our 
own, we ſhould fee ſo much deceirtulneſs in 
our ſelves, as that we ſhogld think our caſe 
bad though ir ſeem never fo to our na- 
tural ar till we apply it m_ Rule, 
nature would have none but it ſelf , and though 
in our better compoſure of mind, we may 
receive ſome other rule , yet in our paſſions 
we- cannot ſpare tine ro go toany ether rule, 
but we take that which is next to hand, and 
ſelf will be fure ro be that. Bur we muſt, 
if we will be true Chriſtians, learn to deny 
felf; and wholly ro ſubmit our ſelves to the 
Command of Chriſt, as our only Rule, ©, 
let the power of Chriſts love, and command , 
make us obedient ro this command of love ! 

- . Secondly, If weare to walk as members of 

Chriſt, who is our Head', this bath influ- 
ence upon our affe&tians ro» oblige us to love 
one another ,- as ,- from the command which 
the Head hath” over the members, ſo , from 
the conformity: that is ro be im. the members 
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to the head. The head and the members are 


not of two ſeveral natures ; Bur, the ſame na+- 


ture paſſerh from the head through all the 


members : Now, if we be ingrafted intv Chriſt, // 


we muſt become. of the fame nature with him. ; 
ſet us be followers of Chriſt as"dear children, 
and walk, in love, as Chrift alſo bath loved 
Mi. Paul bids us to be followers of himfelt, 
as he was follower of Chriſt , Chriſt then is 
to be our great pattern +: He commands us to 
learn of him , for he was meek, For us to 
think to attain unto a perfe&t conformity to' 
him, is in vain , but, as muth as our natures 
are capable of, we are to ſtrive for it, Chrilts 
love to us, hath bredth, and lengih, and 
depth, and heighth, which paſſeth knowledge. 
Greater love hath no man tlian this, that a 
man ſhould lay down tis life for his friend , 
but herein Chriſt commended his love to us , 
in that- while we were enemies, Chriſt died 
for us. Behold what manner of love is this, 
that Chriſt hath beſtowed on us ! Hereby per- 
ceive we the love of God ( that is Chriſt) 
becauſe he laid down his life for us, 1 Joh. 3.16. 
His inference is there the ſame with mine, and 
that in-a higher degree, we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren. 1t life, then fin , 
then paſlion and wrath , then a baſe proud ſelt- 
pleaſing and concradidting humour. Do we 
fee any lovelineſs or beaury in Chriſt Jeſos ? 
Is there no excellency in his ſweetneſs pity and 
patience? Is not his loving-kindneſs amiable ? 
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And would not ſomething like this in us , be 
defirable > Had he more reaſon to love us than 
we have to love one another ? O, let our ſouls 
be overcome with the thonghts of this love of 
Chriſt : let our hearts be kindled and blown 
up into a flame 6f love, by it. O, when ſhall 
this dear, precions, pure, eternal love of His, 
overpower our ſouls > When ſhall it have its 
proper effe& upon us, to make vs to defire car- 
neſtly to be like our beloved ! When ſhall we 
pat- on his beauty ! O how lovely ſhould we 
then look! Let us put off that deformity that 
is upon our ſouls , which makes os ſo unlike to 
Chriſt , yea, which makes us loathſom in his 
eyes. Pride, pathon , worldlincis, are thoſe 
ſoul-deformities , which keep Chriſt at ſuch a 
diſtance from us, 2nd which hinder his more 
ſweet frequent and intimate converſe with us. 
It is only that of Himſelf which Chriſt ſeerh 
in us, which he delighteth in. For, in Him 1s 
the perfetion of all beaury and excellencie, and 
whatſoever lovelineſs is in any thing elſe, comes 
from him,is like him, and leads to him. Would 
we know, how much we are beloved of him, let 
us fee how much we are like him , for, He can- 
not but love that which is like himielf, and if we 
would be like him , .we. muſt pur on love, for 
God us love, and he that dweleth in love dwclleth 
i#' God andGod in bim, 1 Joh. 4+ 16. 
Thirdly, If we ought to walk rowards one 
another as members of the ſame body, whcre- 
of Chriſt is the head , what can ſpeak a clo- 
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ſer unjon than commentlrſhip? No man ever 
yet hated his own fleſh but nouriſherh and che- 
riſheth ir. But we do. not feet the power of 
this oneneſs, as we oughtto do, We are ma- 
ny ; and where there is diviſion, there will be 
difſention ; that we may therefore, be more one, 

[er us be more in purting off our ſelf, and. going 
into Chriſt, Here, let us took into the loath- 
ſomneſs of our natures , whilſt off from God, 

which is the cauſe of all this confuſion, and it 
we cannor fee its deformity in its ſelf, let us 
ſee it in refletion in its bitter effects ; and 
when we ſee our own deformity, we ſhalf ſee 
leſs cauſe to love others, than Chriſt had to 
love us. Let us look upon our oneneſs in 
Chriſt, and ſee if we can thence become one 
in aftections. Chriſt ſault, / and the children 
which thou baſt given me ;, we have one ſpiricual 
Father, we are Sahren| ler us love as brethren, 
The cauſe of .chis union is our being made par- 
takers of Chriſts nature, and baptized into the 
ſame ſpirit with him :,and, it we have at any 
rime experienced the more lively and full in- 
comes of this ſpirit of / Chriſt, how did it ſer 
the heart on fire ! The ſoul is then t00 narrow 
to contain its own afteCtions ; how dearly then 
could we look upon a Sfint ! How did pride and 
wrath vaniſh, and melt down into mecknels , 
humility and love ! Did we never experience 
what this meaneth ? Then , let the remem- 
brance of the ſweetneſs of i It, renew it In us. 
O, a life of ſpiritual love is a life indeed, a

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Hegven upon earth | This is a rule ; when 
we find our ſelves in a ſpiritual temper, let us 
examine our ſelyes then, and inquire how we 
like ſuch a frame : ler us remember the voice 
of the ſpirit in us, and labour to have our judge- 
ment and affeftions always after, ſo bal 

Foxrthly, Are we members of Chriſt, we do 
not ſay, we do not love Chriſt, If we 
do indeed love Chriſt, let us love him where- 
ever we find him, Chriſt is in all thoſe, that 
2re his, Let us fear offending Chriſt in his, 
for what is done to them, he will take as done 
to himſelf, It will be ſaid in that great day, 
In as much as ye did it unto theſe, ye did it unto 
me. Let us think what we will f it at preſent, 
the world will fihd this true to their coſt. And, 
if weact as in Chriſt, we ſhall fmd our ſelves as 
much concerned for him, as for our ſelyes, and 
more to0, Oh the wrongs that are done to him, 
we ſhall reckon done to us. If weare Chritſts, 
Chrifts intereſt will be ours, and his injuries 
ours. If we are Chriſts, we will be as fear- 
ful of offending of any 'ot his, as of wrongi 
of our ſelves, Chriſt hynſelf is above the reac 
of our wrongs, to be rouched by them in him- 
ſelf ; bur, in his members he ſuffers to this ve- 
ry dy. If then Chriſt and we are one, and 
Chriſt and all his are one ; Tet os love Chriſt 
1n his, ler us rejoice in Chriſt in his members, ler 
us indeavour to requite Chriſt in his members : 
ler us fear grieving the ſpirit of Chriſt, in grie- 
ving the ſpirits of any of his dear ones, Wound 
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not Chriſt in wounding the heart of his belo- 
ved, O the pretiouſnels, pleaſure and profit of 
this love, I beg of God to give you a full injoy- 
ment of that ſweetneſs and the joyſul fruits of 
it, the Lord refreſh you with a quick and con- 
ſtant ſenſe and ſight of his eternal loye towards 
your ſoul, to which 'the afſurance of true 
Chriſtian love by the effetual work of the Com- 
forrer, may bring you, ' By this we know, that 
we are paſſed from death to life, becauſe we 
love the brethren. If it ſhall pleaſe the Lord to 
give me leave to fee you again, I ſhall come 
with ſtrong expeCtations, and carneſt delires of 
ſeeing a ſweet alteration for the better in you, 
in your deportment, and carriage towards one 
that did deſerve better at your hands, - And 
what an effe& hopes of this nature fruſtrated , 
will produce , T beſeech you to judge.

when time ſhall be no more. I leave you in 
the arms of love, Fohn Janeway. 
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By all this you may eaſily perceive what ſpi- 
rit "Hed abou how he was troubled 
for any diviſions amongſt the people of God. 
Indeed, he was of fo loving, and lovely a diſpo- 
firion, that he even commanded the afteRions of 
moſt that knew him , and ſo humble he was, 
that he was aſhamed to be loved for his own 
ſake, 

I can never forget a ſtrange expreſſion, that 
T have heard from him, concerning one that had 
a very ardent love for him. 7 know thus ( faith 
he ) that I love no love but what 1s purely for 
Chriſts ſake , would Chriſt might bave ati the 
love, He alone dejerves it : for my part, 1 am 
afraid and aſhamed of the love and reſpeits of 
Chriſtians. He ſaw ſo much pride, peeviſh- 
nels and diviſion amongſt ME that it'did 
not a little vex his righteous foul, and made 
him think long, to bein a ſweeter air, where 
there ſhould be nothing but union, joy and love. 
He could not'indure to hear Chriſtians ſpeak 
reproachtully one of another, becauſe they were 
of different judgements and perſwaſions, There 
where he aw moſt holineſs, humility and love, 
there he ler our moſt of his affections. And he 
was of that holy mans mind, that it were pity 
that the very name of diviſion were not buried , 
and that the time- would come, that we might 
all dearly pay for our unbrotherly nay unchriſti- 
an animoſtties. | 
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CHAP.XVI. 
An account of the latter part of bus Life. 


OR the latter part of his life, he liyed 

like a man that was quite weary. of the 
world, and that looked upon himſelf as a ſtran- 
ger here, and that lived in the conſtant ſight of 
a better world. He plainly declared himſelt 
but a Pilgrim that looked for a berter Country, 
a City that had foundations, whoſe builder and 
maker was God. His habit, his language, his 
deportment , all ſpoke him one of another 
world. His meditations were fo intenſe, long 
and frequent, that they ripened him apace for 
Heavea , but, ſomewhat weakened his body. Few 
Chriſtians atcain to ſuch a holy contempr of the 
world, and to ſuch clear believing, joytul, con- 
ſtant apprehenſions of the tranſcendent glories 


.... of the unſeen world. 


He made it his whole buſineſs to keep up ſen- 
ſible communion with God, and to grow into 
a humble familiariry with God, and to maintain 
it, Andit by wie 6 of company or any neceſ- 
fary diverſions, this was in any meaſure inter- 
zupted ;, he would complain, like one out of his 
element, till his ſpirit was recovered into a de- 
lightful more unmixed free intercourſe with 
God. He was never fo well ſatisfied, as when 
he was more immediately ingaged in what 

brought 
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brought him nearer to God , and by this he 
injoyed thoſe comforts frequently, which other 
Chriſtians rarely meet with. His graces and 
experiences , toward his end grew to aſtoniſh- 
ment, His faith got up toa full afſurance , his 
deſires into a kind of injoyment and delight. 
He was oft brought into the banquering houſe, 
and there Chriſts banner over him was love , 
and he fate down under his ſhadow with great 
delight, and his fruit was pleaſant unto his taſt. 
His eyes beheld the King in his beauty , and 
while he fate at his Table, his ſpicknard did 
ſpend forth irs pleaſant ſmell : he had frequent 
viſions of glory, and this Job» lay in the bo- 
ſom of his Maſter, and was ſure a very beloved 
Diſciple, and highly favoured. His Lord oft 
called him up to the Mount to him, and let 
him ſee his excellent glory, O the ſweet fore- 
caſts that he had of thoſe pleaſures that are at 
the right hand of God. How oft was he feaſt- 
ed with the feaſt of fat things thoſe wines onthe 
lees well refined ; and ſomerimes he was like a 
Giant refreſht with new wine, rejoicing to run 
the race that was ſet before him, whether of 
doing or of ſuffering. He was even ſick of love, 
and he could ſay to the poor unexperienced 
world, 0 taſt and ſee ! and to Chriſtians, come 
and I will tel you what God hath done for 
" wy ſoul. O, what do Chriſtians mean thatthey 
do-no more labour to get their ſenſes ſpiritually 
exexciſed ? O, why do = not make Religi- 
on the very buſineſs of their lives ? O,why is «1 
Soul, 
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Soul, Chriſt and Glory thus diſpiſed ? Is there 
nothigg in communion God? Areallthoſe 
comforts of Chriſtians , that follow hard after 
him, worth nuthing ? 1s jt not worth the while 
ro make ones calling and eleQion ſure ? O, why 
do men and women jeſt and dally in the greac 
matters of eternity ? Little do people think , 
whart they ſlight, when they are ſeldom and for- 
mal in ſecrer duties, and when they negle& that 
great duty of Meditation, which I have, through 
rich mercy, found ſo ſweet and refreſhing : O, 
what do Chriſtians mean, that they keep as 
ſuch a diſtance from Chriſt > Did they but know 
the thouſandth part of ſweetneſs that is in 
him, they could not chooſe but follow him hard , 
they would run and not be weary, and walk 
not be faint, 1 

He could ſenſibly and experimentally com- 
mend the ways of God to the poor unexperien- 
ced world, and ſay, Hjs wazes are pleaſantnefs , 
and juſtifie wiſdom,and ſay, her paths were peace. 
He could take off thoſe me mg which the 
Devil, and the atheiſtical frantick ſors, do caft 
upon Godlineſs in the power of it. Hereisone 
that could challenge allthe Atheiſts in the world 
tro.diſpute ; here 15 one: could bring ſenſible de- 
monſtrations to prove a'deity,and rhe reality and 
exccellency of inviſibles ; which theſe ignorant 
fools and mad men, make the ſubjeR of their 
ſcorn: here is one that would not __ delights 
with.the greateſt Epicures liviyg, and vie 
{ure with all the ſenſual rich gallants of the 


world,

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world. Which of them all could in the midſt 
of their jolliry ſay, This « the mcg, that 
ſhall laſt for ever? Which of them can ſay, 
among their Cups and Whores, I can now look 
death in the face, and, this very moment Ican 
be content, yeaglad, to leave theſe delights, as 
knowing, 1 ſhall in;oy better, And this he 
could do , when he fared deliciouſly in ſpiritual 
banquets every day : He could, upon better rea- 
ſon than he did, fay, Soul, thou baſt goods laid 
up for many years , He knew full well, that wha: 
he did here injoy , was but a little ro what he 
ſhould bave ſhortly. In his preſence there us 
falnefs of joy; at bus right hand there are plea- 
furts for evermore, Where is the Belſhazzar, 
that would not quake in the midft of his cups , 
whilſt he is quaffing and carouzing in bowls of 
the richeſt wine, if he ſhould ſee a hand 
upon the wall writing bitrer things againſt him, 
relling him that his joys are at an \ | and that 
this night his foul muſt berequired of him , thar 
now, he muſt come away and give an account 
of all his ungodly pleafures, betore rhe mighty 
God, © Where is the ſinner, that could be con- 
rented to hear rhe Lord roaring out of Zion, 
whilſt he is roaring in the Tavern 2?

_ is ſcarce to be heard > ) = 
igheſt a& of patience to be willing to live, 
and a very great pitch of ſelt-denial bo be con- 
tented to be in this world, mY to dwell on By 
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fide a full and eternal injoyment of that royal 
glorious One whom his ſoul was ſo much in love 
with, Ina word, he had the moſt earneſt de- 
fires to be diſſolved and to be with Chriſt that 1 
ever ſaw, read, or heard of, fince the Apoſtles 
times.

cordials at hand. It's marter of joy to him , 
that he was now in ſome hopes of faring his 
earneſt deſires ſatjgfted. 
After he had a while fick, a ſudden dim- & 
neſs ſeized upon his eyes ; by and by his ſight 
quite failed , -and there was ſuch a viſible alre- 
ration in higg, that he and others judged theſe 
things to be the ſymproms of death approach- 
" ing, But when he was thus taken, he was hot 
in the leaſt ſurprized ; but was lifted up with 
joy to think, what a life he was going to, look- 
ing uporvdeath it felf as one of his Fathers ſer- 

*yants, and his friend that was ſent as a meſſen- 
ger to conduct him fafely to his glorious pe- 
lace, R 

When he felr h's body ready to faint, he cal- 
ted to his Mother and ſaid, « Dear Mother T

« for, I am through mercy, quite above the 
« fears of death, it's no great matter 1 have no- 
© thing trvubles me but the apprehenſions of

Bur ir pleaſed the Lord to raiſe him again a 
lictle 6ut of this fainting fir, for his maſter had 
yet more work for him to do before he muſt re- 
ceive his wages.

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ative, and his experiences were never greater,” 
When one would haye t , he ſhould have

pains, then he quite forgets his weakneſs , and is 
ſo ſwallowed up of the life to come, that he had 
ſcarce leiſure to think of hisMicknels., 

For ſeveral weeks together , I never heard 
the leaſt word that ſavoured of any complaing 
or wearineſs under the hand of God , except , 
bis eager deſireqto be with Chriſt; be counted 
complaining, and his haſte to be in Heaven be 
called impatience. Now's the time when one 
might havegeen Heaven and the Glory of ano- 
ther world realized to ſenſe, His faich grew 
exceedingly and his love was proportionable , 
and his joys were equal to both. 

O the rare attainments | The high and divine 
expreſſions, that dropped from his mouth ! 1 
bave not words to expreſs what a z [i- 
umphant,, angelical frame, he was in, for ſome 
conſiderable time together. It was a very Hea- 
ven upon earth, to ſee and hear a man admiring 
God at ſuch a rate, as I never heard any, nor 
ever expect to hear or ſee more, till I come to 
Heaven, Thoſe thit did not ſee cannot well 
conceive, what a ſweet frame he was in, for at 
leaſt ſix weeks before he died. His ſoul was 
almoſt alwaics filled with thoſe joys unſpeaka- 
ble and full of glory. How oft would he cry 
out ; O, that I conld but let you know 'what 1 
now feel! O, that Icould ſhoiw you what 1 ſee ! 
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O, that I could expreff the thouſandth part of

When one came to viſit him, and told him, 
that he hoped it might pleaſe God to raiſe hin 
again, and that he had ſeen many a weaker man 
reſtored to heal;h, and that lived many a 
year after: And do you think, to pleaſe me .

bald in this lower ſtate; I can hold no more 
here.

joys vere (it poſſible ) greater till ; He had 
fo many fits of Joy uaſpeakable, char he ſeemed 
r6 be 11 one continued a& of Seraphick Eoye, 
and praiſe, He ſpake like one that was juſt en- 
tring to the « gates” of the new Jeruſalem :

He was ſcarce ever ſilent, 
becauſe the Love of Chriſt and Souls, did 'con- 
ſtrain him, There was ſo much work done for

Every particular perſon had a faithful affe- 
Rionate warning, And that good Miniſter , 
that was ſo much with him, uſed this as an argu- 
ment to perſwade him to be willing to live a lite

yet undone; ſome word of exhorration to ſome 
poor ſoul, that you have forgot. 

The truth of it is, he was ſo filled with the 
love of Chriſt, that he could ſcarce bear abſence 
from Him amoment.

diſtance, When- this Miniſter ſpake to him , 
his heart was in a mighty flame of Love and 
Joy, which drew tears & Joy from that preti- 
ous Min'ſter , being almoſt amazed to hear a 
man juſt a dying, talk as if he had been with 
Feſus, and came from the immediate preſence 
of God ; O the ſmiles that were then in his 
Face, and the unſpeakable Joy that was in his 
Heart , one might have read Grace, and Glory, 
in ſuch a mans countenance. O the praiſe, the 
triumphant praiſes, that he put up ! And every 
one muſt ſpeak praiſe about him, or elſe they 
did make ſome jar in his harmony. 

And indeed moſt did, as well as they could 
help him in praiſe. $0 that T never heard, nar 
knew more praiſes given to God in one Room, 
than in his Chamber. 

A lictle before he died, in the Prayer, or ra- 
ther Praiſes, he was ſo wrapped up with admi- 
ration and joy , that he could ſcarce forbear 
ſhcuting for joy. In the concluſion of the 
Duty, with abundance of Faith, and fervency, 
he ſaid aloud, Amen, Amen | 

And now his deſires ſhall ſoon be ſatisfied, 
He feeth Death coming apace to do his office, 
his jaws are loofened more and more, and qui- 
ver greatly, his hands and feet arc as cold

as clay, and a-cold fem is xpon him : bur, O 
how glad was he whewhe felr his Spirit juſt ago- 
ing, ! Never was Death more welcom to any mor- 
ral, I think. Thoughrhe pangs of Death were 
ſtrong ; yet, that far-more-exceeding and Erer- 
nal weigh: ot Glory , made him indure thofe 
hitter pains, with much patience and courage. 
In the extremity of his pains , he deftred his 
eldeſt Brother to lay him a littte lower, and to 
take away one pillow from him, that he mighc 
die with the more eaſe ; His Brother replied, 
that he durſt not for a world, do any thing-that 
might haſten his Death a moment. Then he 
was well fatished, and did fweerly reſign him- 
ſelf up wholly ro Gods difpoſal ; and after a 
{ew minutes, with a ſudden motion gathering 
up all his ſtrength, he gave himfelt a lutle turn 
on one ſide , and iftthe rwinkling of an eye, de- 
parted tothe Lord, ſleeping in Jeſww., 

And now bleſſed foul, thy longings are fatis- 
fied, and thou ſeceſt and feeleſt a thouſand times 
more than thou didſt upon Earth, and yet thou 
canſt bear it with delight, thou art now wel- 
comed- to thy Fathers houſe by Chriſt, the be- 
loved of thy ſout; now thon haſt heard him 
ſay, Come, thou bleſſed of my Father , and, 
Well done good and'fairh'ul ſervant, enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord, and wear that Crown 
which was prepared for thee, before the foun- 
dation of the World. 

O that all the Relations which thou haſt left 
behind thee, may live thy Life, and die thy 
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Death, and live with Chrift, and thee, for 
ever and ever, Amen, Amen.
